+ Integrating an immune boosting 
and/or anti-viral herbal complex to 
your daily regime. | always recom- 
mend that herbal concoctions be tak- 
en in tincture format when possible. 
A tincture is a single or combination 
of fresh herbs preserved in grain al- 
cohol. The reason tinctures are better 
is because the preservation method 
maintains the freshness. St, Francis 
Herb Farm is a great brand that pro 
duces a deep immune herbal combi 
nation. Natural Factors, another rep- 
utable brand, has an anti-viral herbal 
combination for sale. I recommend 
taking breaks with herbal combina- 
tions. Breaks can be taken as follows: 
take the herbal tincture for five days 


‘on, two days off and repeat 

+ Integrating stress relief and re 
laxation. Being under stress deplete 
the immune system, especially whe 
the stress is not dealt with in a time!

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TO PARDON OR NOT TO PARDON 


It's story tailor-made for outrage. 

The news that former hockey coach and 
pedophile Graham James had been par- 
doned back in 2007 has resulted just what 
you'd expect — coast-to-coast outrage 

James spent 3 1/2 years in prison for 
sexually assaulting junior hockey players he 
coached, including a future NHLer, Sheldon 
Kennedy, who bravely broke a taboo and 
laid charges against James. The thought 
that a trusted coach of Canada’s game 
would sexually manipulate his players re- 
pulsed Canadians, and the case has passed 
into Canadian criminal history, 

Prime Minister Stephen Harper, his 
political antennae twitching, reacted im 
mediately, phoning his Minister of Public 
Safety Vic Toews (on Good Friday, no less, an 
apparently indication of his level of outrage) 
and demanding Toews come up with legisla- 
tion to put an end to the practice. Sheldon 
Kennedy called the pardon “a slap in the 
face”, Theoren Fleury, another former NHL 
star who revealed his abuse at the hands of 
James just last year, sald he was “extremely 
disappointed” with the news, Others are 
now stepping forward to claim they were 
abused while James coached then in junior 
hockey,Pardoning a sex offender seems on 
the surface to be outrageous, particularly 
spin such a high profile sex abuse case. But 
before you fire up your outrage, it’s best to 
get some background on the whole issue 
of pardons, and the value they serve. First, 

a pardon does not mean the slate is wiped 
dean. The conviction still stands, and 
stays on the police records. But with the 
pardon, the ex-con does not have to reveal 
actiminal past to a potential employer, or, 
say, when renting an apartment. However, 
the record of their criminal past remains 
with the Canadian Police Information 


Centre database. where even the police are 
required to keep it under wraps, even when, 
4. criminal records check ts conducted. But — 
and this is critical — the police are required 
to reveal any restrictions that have been put 
on the pardoned person. in the case of a sex 
offender, the restriction would be that he or 
she cannot work of volunteer with children. 
A pardon is not automatic. An pardon Is only 
considered after the convicted has served all 
of his or her prison time. and that includes 





time under supervision in the community 

After their time has been served, the convict 
must then be crime free for three years for 
lesser offences, or five years for more serious 
crimes (those convicted of murder may not 
apply for a pardon). Assuming the ex-con 

has played by the rules, the parole board 

has little option but to issue a pardon if 

the request is made; last year, there were 
nearly 40,000 pardons issued. A pardon 

isnot permanent; If the ex-con commits a 
further offence of indulges in unspecified 

bad behavior, It can be revoked.The value of 

a pardon is clear, It provides incentive for an 
ex-con to keep his nose clean, and allows 

@ person to go on with their lives once they 
have paid their debt to society, as the saying 
goes.Opinions on the James case will no | 
doubt dominate the blogasphere, set open 
line shows aflame and fill up the letters to 

the editor sections of Canadais newspapers. } 
Some of the outrage may be justified. Sex 
offenders are the ultimate societal pariah | 
today, and it seems there is no punishment 
we can mete out towards these ipervertsi 
that is strong enough. Perhaps convicted } 
pedophiles should be excluded from the 
pardon system. But that is a decision that 
should be made with a great deal of sober 
thought, and not as a knee-jerk reaction to 
please an outraged public.

A friend of mine has chided me for 
the lack of balance in my restaurant 
reviews as pertains to endorsing the 
widespread consumption of séafood 

The fact that various large, deli: 
cious ocean-dwellers like sharks 
and bluefin tuna are threatening to 
join the centuries-long procession of 
disappeared fish and whale species — 
and that there's nowhere near a glob- 
al consensus on how to stop wiping 
out these key elements of the planet's 
underwater ecosystems — makes eat- 
ing seafood a matter of conscience, 
according to him. 


As you can see, he's really taken 
the fun out of eating sushi. 

But it seems somewhat cruel to ap- 
pend my friend's apprehensions to 
an ostensible review of a sushi res- 
taurant. Plucky newcomer Kabuki 
certainly shouldn't bear the brunt of 
the blame for the ruthless and de- 
structive fishing practices of entire 
nations, should they? Of course not 
Situated as they are within eyeshot 
of the Garneau instance of the pro- 
lific Kyoto sushi dynasty, they seem 
well equipped with their own chal- 
lenges. 

They have, however, done a nice 
job of reclaiming the space from its 
previous incarnation as a retail clas- 
sical music store. The centrepiece 


from the window sills and discreet 
portraits of Japanese actors in styl- 
ized face paint hang high up the 
south wall in tribute to the joint's 
theatrical eponym (though, techni- 
cally, eponyms are supposed to be 
people — you come up with the more 
apt word) 

My perennial co-diner and I man- 
aged one of those feats of target 
fixation where, in consciously try- 
ing to avoid something, you end up 
crashing smack dab into it. By try- 
ing to avoid all the stuff we usually 
order, we ended up getting a much 
narrower sampling of what we usu- 
ally order. We skipped the beef tataki 
and rainbow roll, and ended up eat- 
ing pretty much just salmon and 





chopped scallop rolls ($5.95). Also, 
assorted tempura ($9.50). 

The next part is really my fault 
— what was I thinking ordering the 
house red in a sushi restaurant? 

First of all, sushi is supposed to be 
consumed with lots of fizzy Japanese 
lager sloshed into little glasses. And 
second, there's just no way to know 
how long that bottle of red up there 
on the shelf in that little sushi res- 
taurant had been open. Since the last 
guy stupid and/or cheap enough to 
order the house red in a sushi restau- 
rant, most likely. 

Anyhow, the food wasn't too long 
in coming and presented a pretty 
standard interpretation of the staples 
we had chosen

of the room is a bench-seat picnic 
under a spreading, pharitasmagori- 
cal tree flecked with white blossoms 
and strung with lights that seems to 
be disguising some kind of structural 
support. Pipes of bamboo sprout 


tuna — essential elements of a sushi 
repast, but usually not the entirety of 
it. At least we thought to try one of 
the house specials, the Magic Tuna 
($9.50) and, in absence of an ac 
tual list of the available nigiri, some 


The tempura, for example was 
as lightly battered and tender-crisp 
as it was meant to be, with the ap- 
propriate selection of prawns, green 
beans, broccoli, sweet potato and 
squash for two. The salmon and 


tuna sushi was fresh, buttery and 
unfishy, which is what I look for 
in raw fish. Co-diner thought the 
scallop rolls were a poor substi 
tute for chop chop sushi, but I like: 
the creamy mix of mayo, chopped 
scallop with bright orange beads 
of roe and a crunchy little vein of 
cucumber. No complaints about th: 
amount of ginger and wasabi placed 
on the side. 

We were caught off-guard by the 
Magic Tuna to the extent that | don't 
think either of us paused to conside 
what it might actually be 

Turns out it’s a tasty roll filled wit! 
spicy tuna, crab, avocado and cu 
cumber, dipped in a light, see-thn 
batter, then briefly fried. I'm not sur: 
I would have gone for that had I seer 
it on paper, but it was unoily an 
mouth-fillingly delicious. Co-dine 
approvingly noted the chunkines 
of the tuna in the spicy-as-promise 


tuna 
So don't blame Kabuki for the 
looming extinction of  variou 


ocean creatures, and blame yourself 
if you're foolish/stingy enough + 
order the house wine. After tha 
you can judge Kabuki by your ow: 
subjective sushi standards — but get 
a load of that friggin’ tree!

We 
headlined the story: “The Government Re- 
ally Does Want To Help.” 

Well, they did, anyway. 

The Harper government sprang a pre- 
April Fool's day surprise on Canadians when 
they unexpectedly announced that the 
program would no longer be accepting new 
applicants as of March 31, 

That means that if you were planning 
On getting a home energy audit in advance 
of doing renovations, in hopes of getting in 
on the multi-million dollar rebate program, 
you're out of luck. The program is dead. 

However, all is not lost. If you've already

had a home energy audit done, or have 
‘one scheduled, you are still eligible for the 
program. But as of March 31, no new ap- 
plications are being accepted. 

“The Goverment of Canada commit- 
ted to reviewing its energy-efficlency and 
emissions-reductions programs to ensure 
they continue to be an effective and ef- 
ficient use of Canadian tax dollars,” the 
Natural Resources Canada website says 
by way of explanation for the program's 
cancellation. 

Using the kind of government-speak 
we've become familiar with, the website 
goes on to say: “This demonstrates prudent 
Management and will aim to ensure that all 
eligible homeowners who previously entered 
the program have the opportunity to apply 
fora grant” 

Those who have already had an 
evaluation done, orhave one scheduled, 
are reminded that in order to be eligible for 
rebates, work must be done before March 
3,20.

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ACTOR/DIRECTOR TREVOR SCHMIDT 
TALKS TO SEE ABOUT HIS DAYS BEFORE 
NORTHERN LIGHT AND HIS CAREER AS 
EVERYONE'S FAVOURITE BITCH

Taking a break from rehearsals for his latest Northern Light Theatre pro- 
duction, Speech and Debate, Trevor Schmidt laughs as he describes the 
giant pair of prosthetic breasts he's trying to get used to for a Fringe play 
he's working on. 

“They're big latex things with nipples the size of a thumb,” he laughs 
“We're doing a show called Dragula. He's [Darrin Hagen] going to play 
some big old hermaphrodite-vampire thing, and I'm playing the virgin 
sacrifice or whatever. We're trying to model it on those late 1960s-early- 
1970s soft-core lesbian-porn things. 

It sounds weird, but the Saskatoon-born and Calgary-raised thespian 
has always had a taste for the bizarre in his thirst for the stage 

‘Asa child Schmidt recalls his teachers allowing him to put on plays for 
his class if he finished his work early. After directing his first play at the 
age of 15, Schmidt eventually enrolled in the University of Calgary's BFA 
program graduating with a major in acting and minor in costume design 

“He's very versatile,” Hagen says about his friend. “He's an actor, he's a 
writer, a dramaturge, a director, and he also can do wonders with a couple 
pieces of cloth and decent lighting.” 

The pair met thanks to mutual friend Marilyn Ryan, who cast them 
alongside each other in Times Square Angel nearly 20 years ago 

We didn't get along, and | didn’t like him,” Schmidt says, as he recalls 
that their strong personalities clashed 

However, their relationship would end up being one of the city’s finest 
theatrical marriages. 

“He moved here as an actor looking for work, and I was a drag queen 
getting famous,” Hagen says. “His instinct is amazing. When we're on 
stage as Bette and Joan (in Bitch Slap!) we don't even have to look at each 
other and we can open our mouths and speak at exactly the sare mo- 
ment, there’s just this electric connection between us on stage.” 

Bitch Slap! has proven to be the duo’s most successful endeavour, and 
Hagen says the rivalry between Bette Davis (Schmidt) and Joan Crawford 
(Hagen) fits their pairing perfectly. 

“Joan was always jealous of Bette’s amazing acting ability and Bette was

always jealous of Joan's beauty and stardom, and it kind of plays totally 
into our dynamic,” Hagen explains. “When you get on stage with him in 
a role like that it's war, it's fucking war out there man, you have to be on 
your toes.” 

As the artistic director for Northern Light, life is good for Schmidt, but 
Edmonton wasn't always so hospitable 

In the early '90s Schmidt found himself in Edmonton, between work, 
and with some future prospects lined up in Toronto. 

However, Ryan assured the young Schmidt that remaining in Edmon- 
ton where he would consistently find steady work was a smarter idea. 

It sounded like a good plan, but didn’t pan out quite the way Schmidt 
hoped 

“I moved here and it felt like I made a mistake,” Schmidt says. “Sud- 
denly I didn't get any work, I lost my apartment, my car got totalled and it 
was a really bad time in my life.” 

For a while the only work Schmidt could find was in the coat-check 
room of the now-defunct Phoenix Theatre downtown 

Nothing makes you feel like less of an artist than not working, Sc hmidt 
says. However, he did meet a few friendly players in the community dur- 
ing his first troubling days in Edmonton, including local actor Stephanie 
Wolfe who affectionately dubbed him “Coat-Check Boy” shortly before he 
received his first big €-Town break. 

Then Schmidt landed a role in D.D. Kugler's Wornen Beware Women. 

“l got nominated for a Sterling for that, and suddenly everybody who 
didn’t know who | was, knew who I was,” Schmidt says. 

From there Schmidt's career took off, and though there have been ups 
and downs, his Edmonton resume has grown to include more than 50 
productions. 

As for the future Schmidt has already started putting together NLT's 
next season describing it as “extremely dark,” but good for the local acting 
community as he sticks with his mandate to provide young local actors 
(particularly women) with work 

“It shows respect for the community,” Schmidt says.

When | meet the cast of Northem Light The 
atre’s new play, Speech and Debate, they ar 
fresh out of breath. Kayla Gorman gestures 
her coffee cup and admits she's added an ext 
shot of caffeine to her drink. “Dancing Is ex 
hausting,” she explains. Dancing? It tums o 
that Speech and Debate isn't just, well, speect 
and debate 

Stephen Karam's play follows three hig’ 
school students who join the speech and de 
bate club in the wake of a local sex scanda| 
They all know more than they'd like to admi 
about what's been going on. Their interactior 
are fuelled by blackmail, peer pressure and 
longing for acceptance in a roller-coaster 
funny and serious. 

Getting in touch with your high school s: 
can bea challenge; for many of us, that's a p 
of life we'd rather forget. Cast member Geoffrey 
Brown admits to pulling out old journals and re 
living adolescent adventures in preparation fc 
his part. As we discuss the play, however, it be 
comes clear that the issues the characters fa 
are ageless: we all want to feel some kind o 
connection to the people around us. The cast 
agrees that acceptance Is something we're al 
striving for. 

The play confronts this desire for community 
and connection by throwing together a motley 
crew of loners and outsiders, As each acts out 4 
stereotype — drama queen, gay kid, and keener 
— their characters reveal that, at the root, we're 
all the same. The audience watches them 
struggle for acceptance of themselves, their 
peers, and thelr parents, 

The actors agree that this isn't something we 
grow out of when we finish high school. “Ev- 
erybody has moments or years of their life that 
are filled with complete and utter fear of whal 
other people are going to think of them, and 
who they'te supposed to be.” says Brown. “It's 
okay to accept that you're different from other 
people... there's nothing wrong with that” 

Actor Matthew McKinney reflects on the 
pressures to fit in and says, “Trying every day 
to be normal is exhausting. When you get to 
those moments where you can accept who you 
are, It's so gratifying. It’s nice to see ina play be 
cause it inspires you to be more true to yoursel!. 
Solomon [his character] inspires me to be more 
true to myself” 

There are nods around the table at this point 
as we drain the last of our coffee. Gorman 
notes ironically that her character inspires her 
to be more comfortable in her own skin. “We'e 
supposed to be these grown-ups playing hish 
school students, and yet I'mleaming more from 
my high school character than ('ve leamed on 
my own.” 

After all that, it sounds like they've been 
working on more than just their dance moves.

Jean-Stephane Roy is resurrecting 
Moliere, The true Moliere, in his 
opinion, the one that has been hidden 
for centuries behind bland perfor- 
mances and deleted sexual sub-text 
Les medecins de Moliere (Moliere’s 
Doctors) will do, in Roy's opinion, 
what the 17th-century writer intend- 
— this show will make you laugh. 








Roy, creator and one of the show's 
directors, has taken two of Moliere’s 
farces, The Flying Doctor and The 
Doctor in Spite of Himself, mixed in 
lines from his other plays, even writ- 
ten some of the script himself, and 
in true commedia dell'arte fashion 
has allowed room for some nightly 
improv — all to create one cohesive 
“new” Moliere play. 

It is a modern take on some very 
old theatre, a job Roy believes is 
necessary to break the long French 
tradition of performing Moliere in a 
style created by 300 years of Church 
censorship. 

It is amazing, he believes, how the 
writer's true intentions were lost in 
time 

In the 17th-century Moliere was 
plagued with scandal. Though he

“It's pretty 
rare to see in Western Canada in the 
pure French tradition.” 

But he is not bringing us anything

“There's a lot of references about 
today,” says Roy. “There's a lot of lit 
tle bits in the play that are improvised 
every night so the actors are always 








to be sure that the audience under 
stands what the lines are about.” 

And the content that caused mass 
uproar in the 17th-century is just 
considered good entertainment in 
2010. It's a social satire based on the 
theme of doctors. “In his plays there 
are a lot of doctors,” Roy says. 

“He has a hate and love relation 
ship with them so he is laughing a lot 
about them. During that time doc 
tors were really snobs and what was 
important wasn't the patient, it was 
the illness by itself. It's like today 
actually, we are in a world of special 
ization. There are no family doctors 
anymore, there are just specialists 
So when I was doing my research 
about the doctors I was, ‘My god we 
are coming back to this period.” Let’ 
learn from history.” 

And who better to learn from the 
past than from the Shakespeare o! 
French literature, breaking free from 
centuries of prison time and travel- 
ling to new Anglophone lands.

Ordering things through the mail is 


tricky business 





If it doesn't arrive broken it usually 
looks nothing like what the ad de 
picted, but if you're lucky you'll grow 
to love your new purchase despite 
the initial surprise 

Such is the case for Charles Teeter 
(Bradley McInenly) in Alex Hawk 
ins’ production of Mail Order Bride 
Robert Clinton's tale of a dysfunc 
tional prairie family 

They play spans three generations 
of the Teeter family, and as the thread 
weaves in and out of the lives of the 
seven characters Hawkins says the 
audience will have no problem iden- 
tifying with the issues in the play. 

‘I think everyone has dysfunction 
al things that happen in one's fam 
ily, a sense of loss and regret and all 
that,” he says. “It's human reality.” 

The time line of the story begins 
in 1908 when Charlotte (Syrell Wil 
son) arrives in a small prairie town 
as a mail order bride at the request of 
her new husband Charles. The new 
couple is shocked to discover she is 
nearly twice his age, but they develop 
a loving relationship that yields two 


beautiful children 

Unfortunately their picturesque 
rural family is torn apart after their 
son dies of the Spanish flu at the 
age of eight, sending Charlotte into 
a bout of depression that she takes 
out on her daughter Rachel (Mandy 
Stewart), 

Resenting her angry mother, Ra 
chel leaves the farm with a travel 
ling salesman where they are mar-

Edmonton artist Allison Tunis isn’t 
your average cross-stitcher. In fact, 
most of her designs would make any 
grandmother blush. 

The University of Alberta BFA grad 
may have majored in painting, but it's 
her subversive cross-stitch art, most 
of which is connected to the naked 
female form or female sexuality, that 
has many people talking. 

“I started cross-stitching in Grade 
9 for a home-ec project,” Tunis says. 
She completed simple kit pieces be- 
fore graduating to more complicated 
pieces. She now uses MacStitch to 
scan photographs and turn them into 
patterns. 

"I did a cross-stitch piece for one 
| of my painting projects in university 
because it was more fun,” said Tu- 
nis. 

Inspired by icons like Betty Page 
and Marilyn Monroe, tattoo art and 
both Playboy and Suicide Girls, Tu- 
nis’ art is both sexy and risqué. She 
says her move from peace signs to a 
more subversive style occurred over 
the last three years. She sold two of 
her Playboy pillows at a university 
art show, and’her work was featured 
at the NextFest Smut Cabaret in June 
2009. 

“It's very expensive in terms of

“If her 
work appeared five years from now 
1 suspect it wouldn't have the same 
impact. But for now, it provokes con 
versation for people and reinforces 
the fact that we've still got a long way 
to go before people will accept cross 
stitch as anything other than a hobby 
for grannies.” 

Edmonton photographer Bradford 
Pettigrew of The Hungry €ye has in 
spired some of Tunis’ work 

“It is very gratifying that someone 
finds creative inspiration in my im 
ages and | am always interested to 
see where it leads them,” said Pet 
ligrew. 

“| have seen my work rendered 
paint, charcoal and pastel, but this i 
definitely a first.” 

Pettigrew says he certainly think 
Allison’s work speaks for itself sim 
ply by bringing a very modern ay 
proach to an old craft 

“What it says to me is that medi 
ums that many feel are dated and ob) 
solete can remain germane by think 
ing outside the box and keeping the 
content fresh,” said Pettigrew. 

“I think what she is doing is inno 
vative and unique, and I think she 
just scratching the surface of where 
she can go with this.”

The 1960s were an extraordinarily 
fertile time for Hollywood cinema 
The weakening of censorship taboos 
that had hindered creative expres 
sion of adult material brought forth 
a flood of provocative, controversial 
films where the subject matter was 
no longer compromised by. restric 
tive morality. While many films were 
celebrated (Midnight Cowboy, Last 
Tango In Paris) few were reviled as 
passionately as Performance (1970) 
— despite an utterly genius tag-line 
of “Vice, or Versa?” on its posters 
While (www.you 
tube.com) is best remembered for 
the Mick Jagger/Keith Richards/ 
Anita Pallenberg rift and James 
Foxx's descent into madness, the 
brilliance behind the film is the ex 
traordinary rhythmic cutting that 
influenced and changed how the 
language of all visual media commu- 
nicates with its audience. The man 
responsible for that change, English 
director Donald Cammell, remains 
a largely forgotten figure today. This 
fascinating BBC documentary di 
rected by Kevin MacDonald (Last 
King of Scotland) and Chris Radly 
is a candid and insightful overview

of Cammell’s remarkable life, frus 


trating career and one-of-a-kind 


artistry. 

Donald Cammell was the son of a 
respected English portrait artist who 
quickly rose to fame, achieving suc 
cess as a portrait artist himself by his 
early 1920s.

tions and conventionality of the art- | 


istry his father embraced, Cammell 
decided to live the Bohemian lifestyle 
by moving to Paris in the 1960's and 
befriending a who's-who of the fash 
ion, film and music world. A kinship 
with Brian Jones led to an introduc 
tion to the The Rolling Stones which 
led to the Mick Jagger/Anita Pallen 
berg gangster vehicle Performance. 
After the release of Performance 
Cammell would go on to direct three 
more Hollywood films (Demon Seed, 
In the White of the Eye, The Wild 
Side) in a career that was fraught 
broken promises 
Don- 
ald Cammell committed suicide in 
1997, an act that was seemingly fore 
told within his films and manifested 
within his life for many years 

The Ultimate Performance works

tic gifts are thoroughly analyzed and 
dissected by the collaborators who 
knew him best.

It's hard to say when, exactly, Henri 
Georges Clouzot’s Inferno was of- 
ficially doomed to fail, but thanks 
to Serge Bromberg and Ruxandra 
Medrea’s utterly fascinating docu- 
mentary on the subject, | now have 
a pretty good guess. Throughout the 
shoot, Clouzot’s unwieldy film had 
more than its fair share of obstacles 
to choose from — a ballooning script 
increasingly complicated visual ef- 
fects, the disappearance of one of the 
lead actors, and the director's on-set 
heart attack among them 
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Clouzot's Inferno may have been a failure, but this making-of documentary sheds fascinating light on what went wrong. | PHOTO SUPPLIED 


And yet I suspect the fatal blow was 
something that was in fact meant to 
be excellent news: namely, that upon 
seeing some of the film's early dailies, 
Columbia executives gave Clouzot an 
unlimited budget to work with. This 
is far less of a blessing than it sounds 
like. The fact is that great art tends 
to blossom in the face of restric 
tions; by being given carte blanche, 
Clouzot was then free to indulge his 
every hare-brained idea, spending 
weeks obsessively fine-tuning every 
last detail of every shot. That Inferno 
is itself a film about obsession — the

Clouzot started and abandoned 
Inferno in 1964, and for the next 40 
years the footage sat neglected and 
unused in his widow Inés's house 
It wasn't until Bromberg spent two 
hours stuck in an elevator with Inés 
and expressed his interest in it that 
she thought of doing anything with 
the existing crumbs. Inferno is clear- 
ly miles from completion, so Brom: 
berg and Medrea take the pieces they 
do have — a 300-page script, several 
cans of mute footage from a French 
lakeside, and one audio reel of vocal 
tests — and thread the needle as best 
they can. They hire look-alike actors 
to re-enact select scenes, and inter- 
view various crew members who 
worked on the film 

For all the directors’ hard work, 
Lnfer d'Henri-Georges Clouzot is 
a remarkably unoptrusive documen 
tary. It's a tantalizing patchwork, 
focused and precise, and makes the 
lost Inferno look like that most noble 
type of flop: one that could've been a 
work of genius, but whose greatness 
slipped through its creator's fingers. 
And unlike something like Lost in

Shortly after the introduction of 
singer Cherie Currie (who wrote the 
book Neon Angel which the movie is 
based on) the band is rehearsing in a 
worn-out trailer where Jett and Fow- 
ley pen “Cherry Bomb.”
